SECTION 1. The owner of a homestead under the Owners of 
laws of this State, may remove therefrom or sell and homesteads  2 convey the same, and such removal or sale and convey, 	7:  
ance, shall not render such homestead subject or liable same, dm. 
to forced sale on execution or other final process here- 
after issued on any judgment or decree of any court 
of this State, or of the district court of the United 
States for the State of Wisconsin, against such owners, 
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nor shall any judgment or decree of any such court be 
a lien on such homestead for any purpose whatever ; 

• Proviso. Provided, That this act shall not be so construed as to 
in any manner relate to judgments or decrees rendered 
on the foreclosure of mortgages either equitable or legal. 

To descend to SEc. 2. On the death of the owner of such home- 
widow, stead the same shall descend to his widow, and she 

shall take and hold the same during her widowhood, 
freed from the incumbrance of all judgments and 
claims against the deceased or his estate, except mort-
gages lawfully executed thereon. 

SEC. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage.
